‘It was this drug which had brought 
the end, as shown by the autopsy per* 
formed last evening by Dr. U. 8. Ab- 
bott. The stomach clearly showed 
that it has been terribly burned by 
the drug. This confirms beyond a 
doubt the belief, which sprung up 
yesterday when the body was found, 
that Jones had committed suicide. 

The body was found shortly after 
1 o'clock yesterday. Young Smiley 
with his friends had gone on a little 
jaunt and when the body was discov- 
ered the boys were thrown into a 
Panic. They rushed to town and di- 
vulged the news and Deputy Coroner 
Smallwood immediately secured the 
body. Strapped about the legs was 
a small strap, placed there by the 
suicide, evidently to keep from kick- 


ing when thé drug began its deadly 
work. 

The wife was summoned and iden- 
tified the remains. The mouth was 
wide open and burned. The man was 
neatly aftiref, but an agonized look 
on the face told that the end had 
been full of suffering. 

Jones had been in ill health for the 
past six months. His affliction was 
a nervous disorder, and it is thought 
that constant brooding over his con- 
dition impelled him to end his life. 
For several days prior to the time

The deceased was a native of 
Wiles, aged 54 years. He came to 
this. country when a boy of 12. For 
the past eight years he has resided in 
Richmond. Besides his wife, he is 
survived by a sister, Mary Jones of 
Marting, Ohio, and a brother in Colo- 
rado. 

Jones was a member of the Ma- 
sonic order in Ohio. 

Officer Phil Barry was very well 
acquainted with Jones, having 
worked with him at one time. He 
describes him as an expert mechanic 
and a man with qa strong regard for 
another’s friendship. 

It was learned yesterday that 
Jones had recentiy lost his position 
at the Standard Oil Company, and 
this may have added to his desire to 
die. 

His funeral will be held tomorrow 
afternoon at 2 o’clock under the aus- 
pices of Alpha Lodge of Masons of 
Richmond, from the Smallwdod par- 
lors. Rev. Guy H. White of the 
Presbyterian Church will be the offi- 
ciating minister. Interment will be 
in Sunset View Cemetery.

‘The statistics recently published in these columns about the ex- 
tent of parks in other cities of the country show that Richmond is 
not in the running at all. That is not to her credit, and she should 
remedy the deficiency as soon as possible. A good park is really 
a civic center. It is a place where people can congregate and enjoy 
life quietly and pleasantly. It is a place where the youngsters can 
have lots of fun and do no harm in the having of it; it is a place 
where in the evenings we ean all congregate and listen to the band 
and feel that we are all part of one big family. A park is not a 
luxury, it is a necessity. Centuries ago it will be recalled that one 
of the things mentioned by Mark Anthony’ in his speech as to the 
great credit of Caesar was the fact that the latter had given his 


private gardens to the people of Rome for them to enjoy themselves 
in. 


“ 


In Antioch, in Alexandira, in all the great and famous cities of 
the past the parks were among the most important features of the 
municipalities. The Commons and little parks were among the most 
cherished institutions in the villages of the Middle Ages, and the 
right to enjoy the Lord’s park was always a priviledge that his ten- 
ants greatly valued. ; 

In modern times the parks have been considered so important, 
that in this country we have set aside great areas, areas as large as 
whole nations in other parts of the world, as parks. There is the 
Yellow Stone Park the greatest pleasure grounds in the world, and 
here in California we have the: Yosemite which is a very fair 
second of the Wyoming reservation. 

Besides the Great National Parks every city has its parks and 
they ‘are its greatest pride and immense sums are expended in keep- 


_ ing them on a high plane of beauty and attractiveness. New York 


has one hundred and five parks, of which Central Park is the most 
famous; Philadelphia has Fairmount Park with its magnificant zoo0- 
logical collection, Baltimore has Druid Hill Park one of the most 
beautiful natural parks in the East; Chicago has Lincoln Park and 
so on through the cities until we reach Golden Gate Park across the 
bay, a wonderland of. beauty as we all know, and in many cities the 
parking is carried out through the resident sections, so that there 
are little plots of green down the middle of the streets. In London 
there are 271 parks, many of them among the finest in the world, and’ 
little Denmark has at Copenhagen the largest park in Europe, with 
4200 acres. Paris, of course, has many parks, of which the Bois de 
Boulogne is the most famous and there ‘are parks in Berlin, Vienna 
and all the cities of Europe. 

While of course those places are much larger than Richmond, 
yet there are some facts about their parks that will interest those 
who are studying the park question for Richmond. The park area 
in New York, for instance, is an acre to every 130 persons. If that 
ratio were preserved here we should have a park with an area of 
about 125 acres. The principal parks of New York are estimated to 
be worth as land $20,000,000. That is for the four principal parks 
and squares. In what is known as the Bronx the parks cover 4200 
acres, or about one-fifteenth of the area of the section, which 
largely a locality devoted to homes, and the value of the parks 
$57,000,000, or about $345 for each person residing in that part 
New York. Upon the same basis this city could afford to spend h 
a million in parks. 

Richmond naturally lends itself to park purposes. There is the 
ocean, which easily can be conveyed in by a system of canals to the 
park, and like Venice, near Los Angeles, there can easily be given 
ideal boating facilities and a water maize as one of the attractions. | 
In a word, Richmond ought to have the prettiest system of parks 
of any town in the state. 
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EVERY ONE SHOULD ATTEND. 


The plan to form a county chamber of commerce is a good one, 
and every business house which can manage to send a representative 
to Martinez tomorrow (Monday) should do so. The News has al- 
ways been a consistent advocate of progress and it recognizes that 
co-operation is the road alone which leads to municipal and public 
progress. There are many things which a county chamber of com- 


merce can do. It can represent the interests of the county, and can 
secure, as has been suggested, many benefits for Contra Costa. 

It is perhaps needless to say that a county chamber of commerce 
does not in the least interfere with a local chamber. On the contrary, 
the county chamber should be composed of delegates from the city 
chambers, just as the state chamber represents various other &ivic 
bodies. There is work for a state organization, work for a county, 
work for a city chamber to do, and each in its field has the oppor- 
tunities for doing a great deal of boosting. 

There are matters in which Richmond is interested which are of 
no more interesti.directly to Martinez than are the affairs of Modesto 
or Santa Ana, and those matters should be regulated and attended to 
by the local chamber, but there are other matters which are of im- 
portance to the whole county and therefore the county chamber 
should be organized to meet that requirement. 

The policy today is to let the people rule. The representatives 
of the people holding the state offices, or representing districts in the 
Legislature, are simply there to record the will of the people. There 
is the same thing true of the county officials, and of the city officials, 
and in order that they may be able to carry out that vox populi it is 
necessary that they should know what the popular voice or will is. 


~ Of course there-are those who, like James C. Owens, who openly flout 
that will, but if the people of the Ninth District do their duty on 


March 31 the people of California will not be so much troubled in 


“future ‘trying to hold their representatives to their pledges. 


A chamber of commerce should be truly representative of the 


people, to be fully efficacious, and therefore it should not be con- 
fined to the businessmen, or to the mechanics, or the professional 
men; it should represent them all. The man—as Mayor Ludewig 
recently said so well—who is paying for his lot on the installment 
plan is as vitally interested in the welfare of Richmond as any banker, 
businessman or lawyer in the community, and even more so, because 
he very probably has to remain here most of his time, and therefore 
is interested in having the conditions which surround him as near 
ideal as possible, while the man with more means has an opportunity 
to get away and vary his existence. 

That fact cannot be too strongly emphasized. The man of small 
means too. often does not show the interest in the community that 
he should, and leaves to his richer neighbor to do the booming. But 
let it not be forgotten that there is not a man or woman in Richmond 
today who would not be far better off financially if the town had 
50,000 inhabitants instead of 15,000; and there is not a property- 
holder here today who would sell his holdings for what they were 
worth ten years ago. The welfare of one is the welfare of all. 

We all need each other’s help, we should all work together, and 
we should all pull together for a greater city, for fifty thousand popu- 
lation, and every means, such as the county chamber of commerce, 
which will help up along that road, should be utilized. By all means, 


therefore, let Richmond have a big representation at Martinez on 
Monday. 


RELIGION A PROTECTION. 

It is a very notable fact that the hordes of men who are wander- 
ing around the country more or less intent upon carrying out revolu- 
tionary programs are all following leaders whose propaganda in- 
cludes the abolishment of religion. It is of course not a new idea. 
The idea is older than the pyramids and has been tried time and time 
again, always with the same results: bloodshed and anerehy. 

While it may be very frankly admitted by those most devoted 
to,religious propaganda that much has been done in its name—as has 
been remarked is also true of the name of liberty—that was criminal, 
yet that fact does not in the least weaken the fact that the abolish. 
ment of religion and the return of humanity to the condition of 
ancient Rome would mean untold suffering for the masses if it were 
possible. 

After all, religion offers the only excuse for unselfishness, and 
to ask the mass of men to sacrifice themselves, their selfish interests, 
or their desires, simply for some abstract ideal is self-eyidently im- 
possible. Too many people are unable to differentiate between the 
religion and its ministers or exponents, and because they see a clergy- 
man who is not ideal, and perhaps just the contrary, they are ready 
to throw all religion overboard. 

But that is not the way we treat worldly affairs. Because some 
bankers are thieves we do not refuse to deposit our money in banks 
unless we are fools; because some doctors are fakers we do not refuse 
the attention of any doctor if we need one; because one carpenter 
is not a good mechanic we do not refuse to build a house if we want 
one; we do not denounce banking, or medicine, or carpentering as all 
fakes, all worthless, all things that should be abolished because

If you agree with that theory then James (. Owens is the ideal man 
to represent you at Sacramento next winter. The vote in this dis- 
trict on March 31st will show just how many people favor decent 
living for women and just how many do not. 

It will not be possible to say that the condition of women is not 
an issue, because the laws against which James C. Owens voted will 
not be up again in the session of 1915. The identical laws may not 
be, but others will be and Owens has placed himself on record as 
opposed to decent living for those who are forced to labor for their 
living. 

You may think that perhaps because you do not belong to the 
laboring class that this question does not interest you; but you are 
mistaken. Why? Beeause the woman whom you are forcing to work 
long hours, and at very hard and unsuitable work are in many cases 
about to become mothers, or will become mothers later on in life, 
and no worn out, broken down woman is fit to become a mother, and

HEALTH OF 


DIPHTHERIA. 

This disease is a dangerous, com- 
municable disease, caused by a spe- 
cific germ, which is propagated in 
the human body or its excretions. The 
poison may be transmitted from per- 
son to person directly or indirectly. 
It may be harbored in filth. It may 
be transmitted through the medium 
of air, milk, food or clothing— 
either bed or wearing apparel. 

It usually attacks the throat only, 
but may spread to the mouth and 
nasal passages. The earlier symp- 
toms are loss of appetite, sore throat, 
headache, dry, hot skin, feverishness, 
pain, tenderness and swelling at the 
angle of the jaw and very often pro- 
fuse secretions from the _ nose, 
which may give off an offensive odor. 

When your child complains of 
these disorders it is aiways best to 
cal in a physician, as early recog- 
nition and treatment of diphtheria 
is very important. It is often diffi- 
cult to distinguish mild cases. of 
diphtheria from pharyngitis, laryn- 
gitis or a severe tonsilitis. Failure 
to recognize early these mild cases is 
often the cause of extensive epidem- 
ics of diphtheria. For this reason 
an early diagnosis and report of the 
disease is highly important. 

When your child comes down with 
diphtheria, the first thing you think 
about is how to get well. The next 
most important thing for you to con- 
sider is how you can best prevent 
other members of your family from 
contracting the disease, and third, 
how you can best protect your neigh- 
bors and friends from the disease. 
This can be best done by proper and 
careful observance of such sanitary 
and hygienic precautions as are ad- 
vised by your doctor or the health 
officer. 

The chief thing fo remember is 
that diphtheria is highly contagious. 
It is wise, therefore, to treat bad 
cases of tonsilitic and other sore 
throats as suspected cases of diph- 
theria. You should be careful about 
catching the breath of the patient. 
The patient should be kept in a room 
with only such furniture as is neces- 
sary for his care and comfort. He 
should not be allowed to handle 
books or toys. Those which he han- 
dled prior to the time it was determ- 
ined that he had the disease should 
be burned. Such disinfectants as 
the doctor orders should be rigidly 
used and only those who are caring 
for the patient should be permitted 
to enter the room.
